To begin 5 let us look at the kind of data that are desirable for 

progran budgeting, A general classification structui'e for both the

private (including payments of industry and business non-profit 
organizations, and individuals) and public sectors (Federal, Stat-e and 
Local Government) is given in chart 1. 

It is likely that the various sources of educational funds will 
have an input to these major educational categories in terras of some 
definite prograits (see chart 2). For example, the Federal Government 
has a program for providing construction funds for colleges and'universi* 
ties; States provide special programs for exceptional children in the 
elementary and secondary school, and corporations pay tuition 'fees for 
their employees. Individuals also make payments in the various educa- 
tional categories, IVniie the relative size of educational funds chan- 
neied into any one category varie?; from tuition payments by. individuals 
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zo million dollar Federal prograi^s, each input reflects the' desire for 
so.ne specific !"'-rm of education or traininj^. In the private sector) 
individuals and various inworesi: groups are free to make decisions on 
the kind and amount of their educational expenditures. Beyond these 
..expenditures it is the responsibility of Government, especially the 
Federal Government, to allocate educational resources to provide the 
maximum opportunity for individual achievement, . Hence, we shall center . 
our attention on tho allocation of public funds for education. In this 
respect, wo are .concerned with informatiori on the various programs of 
Federal, State and Local Governments pertaining to the major educational 
categories previously listed, • ■

At the Federal level, educational funds ai*e distributed throughout the 
educational system by several agencies in the form of transfer and direct 
payments. There is also an inter-agency transfer of educational funds 
within the Federal Government, Thus, we have a requirement for infor- 
mation on educational programs sponsored by Federal Agency and the 
kinds of payments which are made. 
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A<^ level, educational zunds for elerrientairy a«.»e seconcc*ry 

are generally distributed through two types oi prograin, (a) general 
purpose progran;, which usually goes towards the current operating cuSu 
of oublic elementary and secondary schools*, and vb) speciaj. puiposc 
urogram, which provides assistance for public transporua^-iou, builo^..g 
construction, programs for exceptional children and others. Statistical 
information on these programs are compiled at varying intervals by the 
Office 'of Education from reports of individual States. The most recent 
renort "State PrograiTis for Public School Support" contains data tm, 
academic years 1962^63, The previous report "Public School Finance. 
Prograiiis" gives data for 1957-53. ’ These figures and estimates for - 

other years are sho\^m in table X. At present these data provide the. . 

nearest proximity to .program budgeting information for State educational . 

programs. 

For State support of higher education we must turn to information 
o.liected from institutions of higher learning. These data are avaxlaole 
in terms of two broad categories (a) educational programs' and <b) facility 
urograms.- This information is limited in that we can identify only tne 
pcjclon State governments contributed to educational and facility Pi.o- 
grams at the universities, teacher colleges, junior colleges, etc. We . 
can no. identify the particular programs which are advancec, sucn as • 

science, business, etc. Another matter concerns the frequency and time 
lag in collecting and tabulating these data. For example, 1959-60 data 
on "Financial Statistics of Institutions of Higher education" was
